FROM  CAIRO  TO  CORDOBA:  IN  THE  FOOTSTEPS  OF  THE  MOOR 


This  study  tour  will  examine  the  rich  and 
ancient  Islamic  civilization  of  North  Africa, 
following  the  path  of  Arab  expansion  and 
conquest  from  Egypt  to  Spain. 

A major  area  of  study  will  be  the  artistic  and 
architectural  monuments  of  North  Africa,  as 
these  provide  a means  to  understand  the 
history,  religion,  and  culture  of  the  Islamic 
world.  On-the-site  seminars  will  place  the 
monuments  in  their  historical  context,  as 
well  as  relating  the  traditional  culture  to  the 
modern  Arab  world. 


The  countries  to  be  visited  (and  the  Islamic 
world  in  general)  are  remarkably  diverse  — 
geographically,  historically,  politically,  and 
culturally.  The  educational  component  of 
the  tour  will  reflect  this  diversity,  dealing 
with  both  the  unique  and  the  typical  in  each 
country,  and  covering  topics  ranging  from 
Medieval  Islam  to  revolutionary  politics. 

The  tour  will  be  under  the  leadership  of 
E.J.  Keall,  assistant  professor  of  Islamic 
Studies;  and  assistant  curator,  West  Asian 
Department,  Royal  Ontario  Museum.

Depart  Toronto 
Arrive  Cairo  for  4 nights 
Many  important  museums,  mosques, 
and  monuments  will  be  visited, 
including  A1  Azhar  University 
Mosque,  the  oldest  Islamic  univer- 
sity in  the  world.  The  sights  and 
bazaars  of  Old  Cairo  will  be 
explored,  and  ample  opportunity 
will  be  provided  for  independent 
activities,  such  as  a visit  to  the 
pyramids  at  Gizah. 

Arrive  Tripoli  for  2 nights 
In  addition  to  sightseeing  in  the 
old  city  with  its  narrow  alleys  and 
colourful  bazaars,  a full  day  will 
be  spent  at  Leptis  Magna,  one  of 
the  best  preserved  Roman  cities. 
Arrive  Tunis  for  3 nights 
The  stay  in  Tunisia  will  feature  a 
full  day  excursion  to  Kairouan,  one 
of  the  most  important  holy  cities 
in  North  Africa,  famous  for  its 
numerous  mosques.

Arrive  Oran  for  1 night 
There  will  be  a sightseeing  tour  of 
Oran,  one  of  the  major  Algerian 
cities,  and  the  nearby  coastal  town, 
Mers  El  Kabir. 

Arrive  Marrakech  for  2 nights 
Arriving  in  Casablanca  from  Oran, 
there  will  be  a sightseeing  tour 
before  travelling  to  Marrakech  by 
motorcoach.  The  stay  in  the  beauti- 
ful imperial  city  of  Marrakech  will 
be  highlighted  by  a visit  to  the 
famous  Djemmaa  el  Fina  Square 
where  a carnival  of  snake-charmers, 
story-tellers,  and  dancers  has 
taken  place  daily  for  several 
centuries. 

Arrive  Fes  for  2 nights 
Fes  is  the  most  ancient  of  Mor- 
occo’s imperial  cities,  and  the 
labyrinth  of  the  Medina  is  essen- 
tially as  it  was  hundreds  of  years 
ago.  Sightseeing  here  will  include 
the  beautiful  gates  of  the  city  and 
Karduyine  University  which  recently 
celebrated  its  1100th  anniversary. 
Arrive  Tangier  for  2 nights 
En  route  to  Tangier,  Meknes,  the 
third  of  the  four  imperial  cities  will 
be  visited,  as  well  as  the  holy  town 
of  Chauen  in  the  Rif  mountains.  A 
complete  day  in  Tangier  is  avail- 
able for  independent  activity. 

Arrive  Granada  for  2 nights 
The  Straits  of  Gibraltar  will  be 
crossed  by  steamer  to  Algeciras; 
from  there  the  group  will  travel  by 
motorcoach  through  the  Costa  del 
Sol  and  inland  over  the  mountains 
to  Granada.  A visit  to  the  Royal 
Palace  of  Alhambra  will  highlight 
the  stay  here. 

Arrive  Cordoba  for  2 nights 
En  route  to  Cordoba,  the  Alcazar 
and  the  Moorish  Palace  of  Seville 
will  be  visited.  The  Jewish  and 
Arab  quarters  of  Cordoba  will  be 
visited  as  well  as  the  ruins  of 
Medina  Azahara,  the  summer  res- 
idence of  the  Caliph  of  Cordoba. 
Arrive  Madrid  for  1 night 
The  trip  from  Cordoba  to  Madrid 
will  be  by  motorcoach 
Depart  in  the  afterr  on  for  Toronto.
